It  requires  12  trees  to  set  one  acre,  if  set  60x60  feet.  6*7  feet  is  a  splendid  size  to  set. 
It  would  cost  ONLY  $16.80.  This  modest  outlay  of  money  with  a  small  amount  of 
energy  expended  coupled  with  enthusiasm  and  pleasurable  anticipation  will  soon 
have  the  trees  planted  and  before  you  know  it  they  will  be  bearing  the  much  prized 
nuts.  The  upkeep  of  a  PECAN  orchard  should  be  attended  to  like  any  other  business 
proposition — namely  in  a  common  sense,  systematic  way.
